During the time that federal aid 
was forthcoming there were cer- 
tain rules and regulations that had 
to:be met. One was that all child- 
ren kept in the Nursery must have 
working mothers. Now, under the 
new set-up children will be kept in 
the Nursery and the only rule will 
be that his keep must be paid for 
at the regular rates.
